WASHIiNGTON (AP)— Will Con- 


gress pass a civil rights bill this 
year, Most likely. What kind? A 
•moderate one. Why moderate?

There is pressure for action —

and Northern liberals. The nush 
In Congress for action is mainly 
from those in the liberal group 
and most of them are from in- 
dustrial centers where the Negro 
votes count, 


l^ast year President Eisenhower 


proposed a seven-point program. 
No action. This year he still talks 
of wanting aption, But he 
has 


been vague so far, has shown no 
signs of real fight on the issue. 


Republicans are playing quiet 


now, 
letting 
Democrats 
fight 


arrtong 
themselves, 


But when the showdown comes 


Republicans, 
if they have 
any 


hope of denting pemocratie con 
trol of Congress, will have to 
make some showing of lining up 
on the side of civil rights if they 
hope for any of that Northern Ne- 
gro vote. 


Then there are 
those 
Demo- 


crats considered presidential pos- 
sibilities. Of necessity they must 
be self'Conscious about the prob 
lem. None of them illustrates this 
more than Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, leadey of the Senate 
Pemocrats. 


This week he confidently pre 


dieted a civil rights bill would be 
passed in }960. As a man credited 
with big hopes for the presidency, 
Johnson can't 
afford to alienate 
h|s /el}ow 
Southern 
Democrats.
